LOCAL NEWS ITEMS 

The members of the Vulcan golf 
club played in the Herald Trophy 
competition at Stavely on Sunday.

The-grades 
and quantities are very satisfactory. 

Vulcan Cadet Corps has resumed 
training under the instruction of Ma¬ 
jor Harry Dorrington, and following 
a few parades have shown a splendid 
come-back in every department of 
their exercises. It is expected that 
the official inspection of the corps 
will be made by Major Miller on or 
about June 15th, and the ambition of 
the boys fc backed by an active inter¬ 
est of their parents, will contribute 
much in attaining that standard of 
ptoficiency desired by the officer in 
charge of the corps. The cadets have 
heretofore made their contribution to 
the fame of the town, and will no 
doubt repeat. Plans are being con¬ 
sidered for taking the company to 
camp. 

The site of the Vulcan municipal 
hospital building has finally been de¬ 
termined, and the exact location has 
been determined, and the exact loca¬ 
tion has been staked. The well for a 
water supply to the institution, which 
the plans require to be in the build¬ 
ing, is now being drilled. The site 
selected for the hospital is a very 
suitable spot in the pretty town park, 
facing the street and to the far east 
towards the Walker farm, and in that 
portion where there is beautiful grass 
and well-grown trees. This is a case 
where the town authorities planted 
even better than they know. Besides 
the beauty of the place, the site pos¬ 
sesses the requirements that were 
lacking in the place first selected. It 
is not expected that there will be any 
further delay on the progress of the 
undertaking. Plans are all complete 
and tenders for the work of construc¬ 
tion have been called for, and every¬ 
thing points to the realization of the 
desire of The board to have the insti¬ 
tution in service before Christmas 
comes again. The necessity for a 
hospital continues, and the sooner the 
service is available the sooner will 
the institution prove itself and justify 
the judgment of an almost unanimous 
electorate.

The lecture, “The Seven Ages,” by 
Mrs. Nellie McClung, to be delivered 
in Vulcan on May 29th, is being gen¬ 
erally anticipated with much inter¬ 
est. The event is under the auspices 
of the local branch of the Federation 
of Patriotic Protestant Women, the 
members of which are promoting the 
same with energy. ,On account of the 
engagement the regular meeting of 
the branch for the present month has 
been cancelled. 

There was "a session of the Vulcan 
I town council on Tuesday night. The 
chief business of the meeting was the 
final revision of the town building by¬ 
law and the passing of the same. The 
by-law provides that only brick and 
brick veneer buildings will now be 
permitted in certain areas of the busi 
ness sections of the town. Details of 
the by-law are now available to any 
who might be contemplating the con¬ 
struction of buildings and in due time 
the provisions of the by-law will be 
given proper publicity. 

Dr. Charles Galbraith, a former

The building 
committee of the Canadian Legion re¬ 
cently spent days in consultation with 
architects and builders, planning and 
designing a building to meet the re¬ 
quirements and ambitions of an ener¬ 
getic organization. The committee 
makes no definite statement yet for 
publication. The Advocate man has 
been permitted a view of a number of 
the sketches submitted, and if the 
Vts give us a building like any of 
them Vulcan will certainly have a 
monument to enterprise and a vast 
improvement to local structural beau¬ 
ty, and carrying a memory that com¬ 
mands the recognition of all„the peo¬ 
ple. 

Vulcan will share with the other 
sections selected in the distinction of 
being the first in the entire province 
chosen as perhaps the best area for 
the establishment of what will be 
1 known as health districts. This first 
proposed district will include at least 
six municipalities, and the scheme 
provides for the engagement and 
maintenance of an independent medi¬ 
cal health officer, district nurse, and 
district sanitary inspector. This 
scheme is partially financed by the 
Rockefeller Foundation and would be 
under the jurisdiction of the provin¬ 
cial health department. Dr. Jenkins, 
an official of this department, was 
recently in Vulcan and the territory 
concerned, in consultation with muni¬ 
cipal officials. Literature, detailing 
the ph»n fltul ovplnininp' the advan¬ 
tages «id othen features- of the 
scheme^ Rfill in y short time be avail¬ 
able to tbie peopWin the proposed dis 
trict. Those who nhw have this infor 
mation are at once convinced of the 
advantages and general excellence of 
the idea, and there is evidence of the 
economy and success of the operation 
o t- health -districts in Ontario.— VUt- 
can and surrounding territory will ap¬ 
preciate the fact that the district 
would appear to possess the requis¬ 
ites that determined the selection.

No man seeking public office, howev¬ 
er brilliant he may^Le is deserving of 
the support of the people if he is at¬ 
tempting to serve both man and mam 
man. He should be obliged to make 
it openinly and quickly. The old man 
who called his children about his 
deathbed and indicated to them the 
modest estate he was leaving, phras¬ 
ed it in a homely but graphic way. 
Said he: “It isn’t much but there 
isn’t a dirty ^hilling in it.’’ 


ELECTRICAL FARMS 


A forward-looking movement re¬ 
ported from Winnipeg is that to estab 
lish in the province of Manitoba a 
dozen electrical test farms. The plan 
is sponsored by representatives of 
power, agricultural and manufactur¬ 
ing interests, and will probably be 
aided by a general committee headed 
by D. L. McLean, deputy minister of 
public works. The idea is to foster, 
through practical demonstrations, the 
extension of electricity to the farms 
of the province in order that agri¬ 
culture may share the benefits which 
industry and urban life have receiv¬ 
ed from this potent force for econom¬ 
ic and social improvement. Farm 
electrification has already made con¬ 
siderable headway in the United 
States, through the cooperation of in¬ 
terests similar to those behind the 
Manitoba movement. That it will 
spread rapidly in all sections where 
conditions are in any way favorable 
for its adoption can not be doubted. 


FREEDOM OF THE AIR 

“As free as air” no longer suggests 
the extreme of freedom. Now that 
air has become a medium of wide 
communication there has been put 
upon its articulate use certain re¬ 
straints. Radio broadcasters do not 
have the freedom of the air, and un¬ 
der another restriction no person 
shall utter any obscene, indecent or 
profane language before the micro¬ 
phone. Are there no other restrain¬ 
ing obligations upon the individual 
who enjoys the freedom of the air? 
Has he the right to bore, insult or 
outrage the listening public? The 
peril comes from the insidious propa¬ 
gandist, the alluring demagogue the 
covert advertiser, the fatuous enter¬ 
tainer and debaser of the arts. The 
listener has, of course, instant pro¬ 
tection from all these invasions of his 
privacy. A turn of the dial and these 
demons of the air are dismissed, but 
they are still monopolizing valuable 
air lanes. Obviously this new med¬ 
ium of communication must be as op¬ 
en to the free expression of opinion 
as is the press but there must be Qn 
the partfdf those who are responsible 
for what passes through these chan¬ 
nels of the air as conscientious an ef¬ 
fort to present truth, and to offer 
what is ennobling in art, as is expect¬ 
ed of those at the head of universi¬ 
ties or of newspapers. If broadcast¬ 
ing is to be a wholesome influence, it 
must through such high-minded direc¬ 
tion as is exhibited by those who not 
only need no official censor to keep 
their programs from vitiating the air 
but.who have an inspiring purpose to 
make the dmpler ether a diviner air. 


APPRECIATION OF THE DANCE 


Today—as in no other day— the 
dance has achieved a place of remark 
able prominence, not only as the most 
applauded form of entertainment on 
the stage but in education and as a 
means of bodily development. It has 
always been known that coordination 
and balance achieved while under the 
influence of the rhythm of the dance 
had a significant effect on the mind. 
Of late years this effect has been sub¬ 
ject to investigation and two schools 
thatflfce the dance as an educational 
force have arisen—the Jules Dalcroze 
School of Eurythmic Dancing and the 
Noyes School of Rhythm. Dancing is 
also being recognized in the leading 
schools throughout the country where 
the interpretation of> literature as 
well as music by means of dancing is 
being introduced. This is a decidedly 
modern trend and one that is increas¬ 
ing rapidly.No other form of exercise 
is as beneficial. Dancing moulds the 
body to the correct portions, reducing 
or building it up as the need may be. 
Daily practice keeps the dancer rad¬ 
iant with health, while she possesses 
a poise and grace that marks her out 
from the ordinary person. The great 
dancer is today given the same recog¬ 
nition that falls to any artist. "And 
in dancing the artist finds a medium 
through which she can express her 
individuality. No other art is so pli¬ 
able to the artist’s will, and the dan¬ 
cer sways her audience with the mag¬ 
ic of (jtir genius. Who does not treas 
ure memories of the exquisite beauty 
revealed to them by artists such as 
the incomparable Pavlowa? 

GIVE OTHERS A SHOW 


It has often been observed that the 
best test of a man’s real character is 
to give him a little authority; the 
snob and the bully is at once revealed 
as well as the genuine ruler of men. 
The same thing applies in the motor 
world; there is nothing that better 
reveals disposition than the handling 
of an automobile. A person who has 
passed heretofore for a gentleman 
becomes possessed of a many horse- 
powered, express-speeded machine, 
and at once begins to demonstrate the 
flaw in his character by forcing smal¬ 
ler machines into the ditch, or what is 
more cowardly still, by according no 
consideration to the horse-drawn ve¬ 
hicle or to the boy or girl on a bicy¬ 
cle. Where the evidence is clear, this 
kind of individual should be punished 
with the full power of the law, aided 
by the efforts of the various autonio- 
bile associations; he is a source of un¬ 
deserved reproach to the decent mo¬ 
torist and a standing menace to the 
safety of the community. 


AN AFTERNOON IN THE WOODS 


A murder is committed every 40 
minutes in the United States; it is 
perhaps a mere coincidence that that 
is also the length of the usual after- 
dinner speech.—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


It is time of year when most men 
like to wander through the woods, 
gathering the trillium and wood'vio¬ 
lets and drinking in the sweet, fresh 
woodland air. It is so different from 
city life. In the woods one can find 
real enjoyment, peace and comfort. 
One comes to the bank of a stream 
and there he sits dwelling on the beau 
ties of nature anil watching the pic¬ 
ture of nature unfold. There is a 
.-weetness and restfulness there that 
attracts and holds. He listens to the 
call of the chickadee and the quick, 
nervous-like chirps of the squirrel. 
He forgets the worries of business 
and is just a boy for the time. He 
opens his package of sandwiches, and 
my they taste wholesome and good! 
Strange they should be so different 
from those he gets at home! He sits 
and dreams and communes with na¬ 
ture, loath tofwu;e this sanctuary of 
the woodland. On his way home he 
feels that he has added something to 
his life by this afternoon—and it is 
ihue that a man does add something 
really worth while to his life by an 
afternoon spent in the woodlands. 


BIG LOSS EACH YEAR 


The statement has been frequently 
made and no doubt with more or less 
truth, that Alberta farmers are los¬ 
ing from twenty to twenty-five mil¬ 
lion dollars per year through weeds. 
It is interesting therefor to learn that 
the'provincial department of agricul¬ 
ture will start an intensive campaign 
against the weed menace. 

For a good many years the ordin¬ 
ary sort of fight has been made in 
Alberta against weeds. The fact that 
the menace of the weed is more acute 
today than ever before proves con¬ 
clusively that the ordinary fight is 
not good enough. As a matter of 
fact, it is worse than useless, serving 
as it does to lull the people into a 
false sense of security. The truth is 
that the most potent and persistent 
foe of the agriculturalist in Western 
Canada is the noxious weed. Drought 
years are just about the same as oth¬ 
er years to it. It flourishes in seasons 
of adversity almost as well as in sea¬ 
sons of high productivity. It is al¬ 
ways “on the job” and he who would 
conquer it must also be at work all 
the time. From advance notices of 
the sort of campaign to be waged 
this year by the municipal, govern¬ 
ment and other authorities, it is evi- 
lent that the seriousness of the situ¬ 
ation has been finally sensed and that 
at. long last the right sort of start in 
weed warfare is to be made. 

At once, however, it should be re¬ 
cognized by the workers that no mir¬ 
acle will be accomplished, no matter 
how well laid their plans or how 
strenuous their work. The weed ene¬ 
my is well entrenched and will not be 
routed in a single season, or in half 
a dozen of them, for that matter. 
This year’s intensive campaign must 
be followed by endless seasons of still 
more strenuous fighting if we are to 
emerge victorious in the end. A good 
deal of the work to be done will have 
to be educative, much of it of a force 
'ul sort.

INSPIRATION IN THE STARS 

One of the disadvantages of cities 
is that they bar man from the stars. 
City smoke and city lights are twin 
enemies of astronomy. No country 
boy, stepping out of doors on a clear 
frosty night, can miss the knowledge 
of other worlds than ours. City lads 
are less fortunate, for nothing forces 
them to look higher than the lanterns 
of the skyscrapers. Perhaps there 
are compensations. Inspiration is a 
fickle jade, bestowing favors by no 
rule or rote. But it is no small thing 
that city folk lose the stars. Can it. 
be entirely accident that the birth-1 
places of great ideas have been so 
largely spots whose skies are clear? 
Would those somber glorious figures 
of the Hebrew prophets have held the 
world’s thoughts for nearly thirty 
centuries so largely in their fingers if 
the high hills of Palestine had been 
forever overcast with clouds? It is 
hard to replace nature with art, but 
it may be partly possible. Some com¬ 
munities are interesting young and 
old alike in the useful, interesting 
and romantic science of astronomy by 
fostering amateur astronomical socie¬ 
ties. And the larger cities, which 
alone have the financial resources, are 
providing telescopes and planetar- 
:ums picturing the entire whirling 
universe as the astronomers know it. 
The best gifts of science to personal 
culture come when the science is a 
well loved hobby not a gainful task. 
Humanity, individually and collec¬ 
tively, would benefit from a universal 
taking up of such hobbies as astron¬ 
omy, natural history, the arts and ev¬ 
ery other department of human know 
ledge and nature.

With the approach of the blooming 
season for such bulbs as tulips nar- 
dissi and hyacinth, the Department at 
Ottawa has issued a timely bulletin 
entitled “Some Flowering Bulbs.’’ 
The bulletin is from the pen of Mr. 
E. M. Straight, the Superintendent 
of the Experimental Station for Van¬ 
couver Island, who has been making 
a detailed study of bulb production in 
Canada. Pacific Coast nurserymen 
have taken up the growth of bulbs 
that we have been in the habit of im¬ 
porting in very large quantities par¬ 
ticularly from Holland, each year. Be¬ 
fore pronouncing on the value of the 
Canadian grown bulbs as compared 
with European stock, practically all 
of the Experimental Farms and Sta¬ 
tions were supplied with stocks de¬ 
rived 'kfroin the home and foreign 
fields. *ach Station was asked to 
grow the bulbs and compare them for 
size, yield, vigour, quality of bloom 
and such other points as would bring 
out the merits of the Canadian bulb. 
The replies at the end- of a year’s ex¬ 
perience have shown Canadian grown 
bulbs to equal in all respects the im¬ 
ported stock, and in most cases super¬ 
ior to it. -Expressed in percentage 
terms many of the reports show Can¬ 
adian bulbs to have been from 25 to 
100 per cent, stronger and better 
than the European billbs. The bulle¬ 
tin jfives the history of the different 
kinds classified, describes their propa¬ 
gation, gives advice on the culture 
and describes large numbers of varie¬ 
ties. The bulletin, which is No. 96 
and is obtainable from the Publica¬ 
tions Branch of the Department of 
Agriculture at Ottawa, contains a sec 
tion on the common bulb diseases by 
Mr. F. L. Drayton Plant Pathologist 
at the Central Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa. 


A Toronto paper, in reporting labor 
conditions in that city, states that, 
while a large number of unskilled 
men are out of work there is no lack 
of employment for skilled workers.

SALAR1ES0FM P’S 

A Round Robin Being Circulated 
Among Members With Object of 
Raising Sessional Indemnity 


THE CATTLE INDUSTRY 


Members of Parliament never, per¬ 
haps, appear to less advantage than 
when the question of their own salar¬ 
ies is mooted. Almost alone among 
people of the country, they are privil¬ 
eged to raise their own incomes with 
out even consulting those who pay 
the bills, the people of Canada. Ev¬ 
ery few years the issue is raised, and 
when it comes up there is gossip, agi¬ 
tation, a “round robin,” and altogeth¬ 
er an atmosphere of shiftiness and 
mystery. 

We are told by Ottawa dispatches 
that the salary issue is again raised 
in an aggressive form. Apparently 
the question is, Who cab put it over, 
and who can escape the blame there¬ 
for? Mr. Bennett is credited with re 
fusing to sign the “round robin," on 
the plea that the Government should 
take the responsibility, while all mem 
bers get the benefit. But if the move 
should be unpopular the Conserva¬ 
tives could put the blame on the Lib¬ 
erals. The latter are said to be too 
wary to be caught in that trap. The 
increase must be sanctioned by both 
parties or there will be no action. 

But why should there be an in¬ 
crease? What has occurred to justi¬ 
fy a larger indemnity at this time? 
Only last year a proposal to secure 
an increase for the Cabinet Ministers 
was dropped through the firm opposi¬ 
tion of Hon. Mr. Robb, the Finance 
Minister. Members of the Govern¬ 
ment have heavy Departments to ad¬ 
minister, requiring full titpe 1 all year 
round. Members of the House are at 
Ottawa four or five months of the 
year, and members of the senate one 
or two months. 

The casual visitor to the House 
knows that most of the time there is 
only a small proportion of the mem¬ 
bers present. What is there is ardu¬ 
ous about the woidt of the non-atten- 




tive majority thll calls for an in¬ 
crease in pay ? The move this year 
to shorten speeches should shorten 
session also, if there were not so 
many addresses which are echoes and 
repetitions. 

In view of everything, the average 
elector will conclude that the majority 
of the members are overpaid rather 
than underpaid, and that the stealthy 
round robins and corridor agitations 
should be discouraged by the Govern¬ 
ment, and the members told to rest in 
peace and do better work for their 
country.—Toronto Globe. 


SHIRKING JURORS 

Calgary Lawyer Says Miscarriage of 
Justice is Due to Shirking Jurors 


A. L. Smith, K.C., crown prosecu¬ 
tor for the Calgary Judicial distirct 
gave a talk recently before the Board 
of Trade that contained a great deal 
of sound sense. His address was on 
the subject of “The Administration 
of Criminal Law in Alberta.” He ad¬ 
mitted that miscarriage of justice did 
occur but it was not due to the Judge 
or the lawyers, but to the failure of 
the Jurors to accept their full respon- 
siblities. “The courts,” he said, “find 
it difficult to get men courageous 
enough to .give their opinion, men 
with the manliness to give a verdict 
though public opinion might be 
against. So long as you men seek to 
shjrk your bounden duty as jurors, so 
long will there be miscarriage per¬ 
haps of justice, and when you talk 
smugly of the administration of jus¬ 
tice falling down, it is because you 
yourselves are falling down in your 
duty.” 

Mr. Smith referred to two recent 
cases up before the district court in 
which men were charged with man¬ 
slaughter and acquitted. “I have 
heard it said by many men on the 
street that it was terrible miscarriage 
of justice. And they were right. But 
the lawyers did all they could and the 
judges were the same men in whom 
you had had confidence for a great 
number of years, and they discharged 
their duties in the normal way. But 
the jurors said that the accused were 
not guilty because they did not have 
the courage to say ',that they were 
ffuilty. 

“The result of this is that your 
wife, your children, are at the mercy 
of any jackass who cares to drive as 
he pleases in the city, and it is made 
possible by the lack of interest of cit¬ 
izens of this town.” 

Finally Mr. Smith made reference 
to the need of some institution in Al¬ 
berta for the detention of young first 
or even second offenders. “There 
is no place in the province, nor in B. 
C., nor Saskatchewan, where these 
young offenders can be placed away 
from older criminals. If they are 
convicted and sent to jail they have 
to mix up with men older in crime, 
and instead of coming out of jail de¬ 
termined to be useful citizens and re¬ 
pentant they are convinced that so¬ 
ciety has done the wrong and are de¬ 
termined to wreck their vengeance on 
the rest of society.” 

He asked then, therefore, not to 
scoff when they heard that a young 
offender had received a suspended 
sentence. 


Tenders are being called by the 
Public Works Dept, for grading some 
82 miles of main trunk highway from 
Lethbridge and Macleod to Pincher 
Creek thus completing the link in the 
Trans-Canada Red Trail west and 
connecting Up with B. C.’s highway 
system. 


A conference will be held at Winni¬ 
peg this summer between those inter¬ 
ested in the live stock industry under 
dominion government auspices for the 
purpose of trying to establish the live 
stock business in Canada on a more 
secure fundation. At the present 
juncture the (livestock industry is in 
a healthy condition, but what it will 
be a year from now is another ques¬ 
tion. It has been a precarious busi¬ 
ness of recent ye”a>s and many ranch¬ 
ers suffered very heavy losses. The 
industry is not in a stable condition 
and the conference at Winnipeg will 
do a great deal if it can solve the 
problem. Among the ideas back of 
the conference call is one which it is 
hoped will result in a scientific rela¬ 
tion of export to home market require 
ments. Another is to build up a na¬ 
tional production policy in which all 
interests will combine for the promo¬ 
tion of both breeding and finishing of ! 
Canadian cattle to meet the related' 
market calls. If this is accomplished 
we should at least be within sight of 
a stable market goal for the livestock 
industry. 


STILL SPREADING 


The purchase by the T. Eaton Co. 
of twenty-one stores, all in Ontario, 
except one which is in Montreal, is 
throwing alarm into retailers as well 
as into the manufacturing industry 
which fears the concentration of so 
much purchasing power. It all came 
about through another combination, 
Canadian Departmentals, which, pur¬ 
chased those twenty-one department 
stores in the smaller cities and larger 
towns, and then promptly went into 
liquidation. This sale means control 
by the Eaton Co. of the organization 
which was designed to do battle with 
the Eaton Co. on a wide ambitious 
scale. The Eaton Co. paid four mil¬ 
lion dollars for the properties and the 
shareholders of Canadian Departmen¬ 
tals’ lost two million. The attempt to 
buck the big departmental by a com¬ 
bination of small departmentals has 
thus been fraustrated and the small 
retailers are wondering what is to be¬ 
come of them. Withopt doubt it gives 
them cause for worry but small retail 
stores will still exist and many of 
them will still prosper even in the big 
departmental’s zone of influence. 
Manufacturers, too, are uneasy, but 
they helped the Eaton Co. grow big 
by giving it bargains they could not, 
or did not give to the small dealer,.so 
there is no sympathy coming to them 
for they knew while they were doing 
so that the Eaton Co. was branching 
out in the manufacturing game as 
well. Now they, too, are, to some ex¬ 
tent, at' the mercy of the “octopus.” 
It is thought that the branching out 
policy of the Eaton Co. is due to fail¬ 
ure of the mail order branch to pull 
business into the big stores at Toron¬ 
to and Winnipeg. 


CRUELTY OF STEEL TRAPS 


Will the steel trap go the way of 
other instruments of torture ? This 
remains for government officials to 
say, and there should be only one an¬ 
swer, and it should be given without 
hesitation. There is a rising demand 
in Canada for the abolition of steel 
traps, and the demand comes from 
humane people. Animals have been 
known to live for days, fastened in 
the steel jaws of a trap suffering un¬ 
told agonies until the arrival of the 
trapper to put an end to their misery. 
This is wrong; it is unkind, and it 
should be abolished forthwith. If we 
have to have furs we would like to , 
feel that the wearing of them did not 
entail terrible torture to fur-bearing 
animals such as steel traps guaran¬ 
tee. 


A MARVELOUS CAMERA 


Another triumph of modern pho¬ 
tography is seen in a new camera, j 
which records the flow of air cur¬ 
rents set in motion by the engine of J 
an airplane. The invention is based 
on the fact that heateit air reflects ■ 
rays of light. The new camera, tie- 
vised by Baron T. Shiba of Japan j 
head of the Tftkyo aeronautical re- j 
search institute, is a very complicated 
piece of apparatus, containing 120 
mirrors, and records 20,000 exposures 
a second. When reproduced on a 
screen as a slow motion picture the 
most amazing results are secured. In 
one of his experiments the Baron 
photographed an electric light hull) 
being shattered by a pistol bullet. 
The bullet appeared to float slowly 
toward the bulb gently touching it as 
the fragments leisurely broke apart. 
Such experiments are not new, but 
the results secured with this latest 
camera are said to exceed anything 
of the kind heretofore attained. Tak¬ 
ing pictures of air currents is getting 
photography to a pretty fine focus. 
Maybe some day, as has been already 
suggested they will be able to photo¬ 
graph our very thoughts. Which 
would be unfortunate for most of us

| Turner Valley Production Figures 
Issued by Canadian Mining 
Bulletin 

Total production of oil in Turner 
Valley, including crude oil and nap¬ 
tha, during the month of March is 
stated to be 36,695 barrels by the 
Canadian Mining and Metallurgical 
Bulletin for May. This bulletin is 
published by The Canadian Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgy, at Mon¬ 
treal, and gives further proof that 
Turner Valley is the greatest oilfield 
in Canada. The report of the bulle¬ 
tin divides the oil produced during 
March in Turner Valley into two clas¬ 
ses crude and naptha. 

In the crude oil class, Ihe bulletin 
shows the production to have been 
5,210 barrels for the month, or an 
average of 168 barrels per day. In 
the naptha class, the total production 
is stated to be 31 485 barrels, or an 
average of 1 016 barrels per day. 
Combining the two, the grand total is 
36,695 barrels for the month, or 1,184 
barrels per day. 

Wells producing the crude oil dur¬ 
ing March are shown as follows: 
McLeod No. 3, Dalhousie No. 5 Home 
No. 1, Royalite No. 10 and McDoug- 
all-Segur Nos. 1 and 2. Total 5,210 
barrels.

These figures are practically 5 000 
barrels greater than the amount pub¬ 
lished in The Herald about April 1. 
The figures used by The Herald per¬ 
tained only to the amount of oil de¬ 
livered to the pipe line to Calgary.

Take off your hat, always, 
in the presence of the Governor of 
New' York State, my boy. Respect 
his great office.’ That lesson I have 
never forgotten, gentlemen. I thank

A most intensive weed campaign 
is to he undertaken at an early in 
Alberta, according to a statement 
made by H. E. G. H. Scholefield, vice- 
president of the U.F.A., who has just 
returned after attending the initial 
meeting of the newly appointed ad¬ 
visory weed board, held in Edmonton, 
under the auspices of the provincial: 
department of agriculture. Super- j 
visors are to he appointed by the de- i 
partment as w'ell as inspectors by j 
municipalities. Inspectors for local j 
improvement districts will also be ! 
appointed by the government. Mr. 
Scholefield stated that it was recog¬ 
nized that the weed menace was be¬ 
coming more pronounced each year, 
and it was stated on good authority 
that Alberta lost between twenty and 
twenty-five million dollars annually 
because of noxious weeds. It was ex¬ 
pected, lie said, that W. J. Stephen, 1 
■who was in charge of weed control 
work, would be authorized to spend 
$10,900 to $50,000 this year in com¬ 
batting the menace, it was. the inten 
tion of the advisory board to select at 
least four, supervisors for continuous , 
service all the year round. In the 
summer they would attend to the., 
work in their respective districts and 
in the winter would lecture at schools 
of agriculture and address meetings 
throughout the country. Assistance 
was to be sought from every possible 
quarter in carrying out the campaign. 
A weed conference was to he held in 
June, which, lie said, would be attend¬ 
ed by all the supervisors and inspec¬ 
tors, councillors of municipalities, and 
all those interested in weed eradica¬ 
tion. 


WILL RACE AT CALGARY 

Y'oungsters of the turf, the two- 
year-olds will be running in regal 
company when the first of the spring 
meetings is opened at Victoria Park, 
Calgary, May 23, and some of these 
will line-up at the barrier With juv¬ 
eniles bred and raced by the Prince 
of Wales. His royal highness, a 'keen 
admirer of the thoroughbred, is mas¬ 
ter of tlie immense E.P. Ranch at 
High River, where stands the gallant 
English sire Will Somers, who is giv¬ 
ing much of the racing in Western 
Canada. The Prince has two colts at 
Victoria Park by W'ill Somers, these 
being Captain Somers, whose dam is 
Tea Party II., and Major Somers, 
whose mother is Happy May. Cap¬ 
tain Somers and Major Somers have 
been well educated in post manners 
and are well advanced in their train¬ 
ing. They have been showing some 
clever moves in the morning work¬ 
outs and many expect these two colts 
to flash the racing silks of his royal 
highness to the fore before the meet¬ 
ing is many days old. 


An “Alberta School Week” is plan¬ 
ned to arouse the public to greater 
appreciation of the work and organi¬ 
zation of schools and to stimulate a 
spirit of co-operation by public, par¬ 
ents, and school workers in the mat¬ 
ter of education, according to a re¬ 
cent decision of the Education Com¬ 
mittee of the Alberta Teachers’ Alli¬ 
ance, at a recent meeting. All public¬ 
ity is to be of a non-controversial 
character and it is planned to enlist 
the cooperation of press throughout 
the province, in the form of intensi¬ 
fied new's day by day throughout the 
week, dealing with local or general 
educational topics and special articles 
by educationists and local teachers. 
Special sermons on education will fea 
ture the Sunday sermons in the 
churches on the opening day of the 
week; there will be a rally of parent- 
t.eacher associations or federations as 
well as special addresses by teacher 
speakers at service clubs and similar 
organization's. It is expected that all 
parties and organizations ‘interested 
in education, including the Depart¬ 
ment of Education and the Alberta 
Trustees’ Association and local school 
boards may be enlisted in the endeav¬ 
or, and in the schools themselves spec 
ial programs, comments by teachers 
and exercises by pupils and addresses 
by prominent citizens on the value of 
education will be featured. The date 
tentatively planned by the committee 
! is October 1 to 7. The Educational 
j Committee is representative of every 
section of the Province and it includes 
every member of the Provincial Ex¬ 
ecutive of the A. T. Alliance and the 
following in addition: W. L. Irvine, 
Oven; F. Speak man, Calgary; H. C. 
Newland and Miss Mary R. Crawford 
of Edmonton; P. L. F. Riches, Medi¬ 
cine Hat; R. E. Hicken, Cardston; J. 
Welsh, Red Deer; A. J H. Powell, 
j Fort Saskatchewan; Mrs. J. Jakey,
